CHAPTER ` 67

AN ACT to amend 62.23 (1) (a) of the statutes, relating to membership
of city planning commissions.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
ao enact as follows:

62.23 (1) (a) of the statutes is amended to read:
62.23 (1) (a) The council of any city may by ordinance create a

"City Plan Commission," to consist of the mayor, who shall be its presiding
officer, the city engineer, the president of the park board, an alderman, and
3 citizens. In case the city has no engineer or no park board, an addi-
tional citizen member shall be appointed so that the board has at all times
7 members. Citizen members shall be persons of recognized experience
and qualifications. The council may by ordinance provide that the
membership of the commission shall be as provided thereunder.
